There was a fleeting outcry among 


the tradition-bound veterans of Con- 
gress when President Wilson broke 
tlie"precedent set in the first admin- 
istration of the government. How- 
ever, the opposition soon died away 
as the country was seen to approve 
his action, President Harding fav- 
ored the change and it is said by 
those close to him that he hopes the 
precedent is now well established. 


In this connection the present 


chief executive has himself set a 
precedent 
which will 
possibly be 


carried along by his successors in 
office. By 'delaying his personal ap- 
pearance before _ Congress recently 
until several days after the regular 
session had convened, he broke all 
custom. 'Every other president had 
regularly addressed his annual mes- 
sage to the opening of Congress on 
the day after Congress had assem- 
bled.
